Agawam Town Council voted to approve a resolu¬ 
tion to support a full-time ambulance in Feeding Hills 
during its meeting on Tuesday. September 4th. 

Sponsored by Councilor George Bitzas, the reso¬ 
lution states that the council supports the ambulance 
for the safety of the growing population of residents of 
North Agawam and Feeding Hills, and continues to 
state that this shall take place this fall. 

Some councilors, who approved the resolution, 
questioned Bitzas’ motives in bringing forth the reso¬ 
lution while others were happy to have the resolution 
before them. A few councilors believe the resolution is 
unnecessary and insulting. 

“I would like to know where Mr. Bitzas has been the 
past two years," asked Councilor Rossi. “I've been to 
subcommittee meetings and budget meetings and we 
have been asking - we have been begging - for ambu¬ 
lance service. We’ve been looking for support and 
haven't found anybody to support it." 

Rossi continued to say that he spoke to Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen in January 2000, and the Mayor 
told him he had a plan to bring ambulance service to 
Feeding Hills.

"Obviously that plan fell through,” Rossi said. "It 
was brought to the Mayor’s attention a long time ago 
that (ambulance) response time is inadequate. This 
resolution is not worth the paper it’s written on. 
Everything I've seen so far with this has been political. 

I certainly question some of the motives here.” 

Bitzas said his motives for the resolution are not 
political, despite the upcoming election. 

“If you wanted to take the politics out of this, you 
could have called each one of us and asked if we 
wanted to co-sponsor this,” said Councilor Dennis 
Perry, “live been fighting for six years to get an ambu¬ 


lance in Feeding Hills. If you have this simple solution, 
as you call it, where was it six years ago?” 

Bitzas said he was surprised at Perry’s tone, 
adding that he’s been in support of a Feeding Hills 
ambulance for 12 years. 

“You can co-sponsor this by voting yes...I want to 
send a message to the Mayor that this council is in full 
support of the ambulance," Bitzas said. "If you support 
that, vote yes.” 

Councilor Richard Morassi said he didn’t under¬ 
stand the need for the resolution, but approved it. 

“I’m voting in favor of it - but it’s one of the most 
bizarre resolutions I’ve ever seen,” he said. 


Councilor Anthony Bonavita asked Bitzas to share 
his ideas with the council since the biggest issues in 
having a full-time Feeding Hills ambulance has been 
staffing and lack of funding for manpower. 

“From the people I've spoken to, the public's inter¬ 
ested in how it’s going to happen. I don’t want this to 
fizzle out - we have to follow this through," Bonavita 
said. 

Bitzas said it’s a matter of better utilizing current 
staff and adding two personnel funded through money 
earmarked for items such as overtime. He said that 
he’s presented his ideas to Fire Chief David Pisano 
and the firefighters’ union and is working with them 
and the Mayor to find funding and personnel.

The issue of paid family leave 

Family leave is shaping up to be one of the most 
important issues on Beacon Hill this fall. The 
Governor, the Senate, and the House each have com¬ 
peting proposals to provide paid “time off’ for new 
parents to spend with their newborn children. Each of 
these plans presents a dramatically different vision of 
how to help parents and children during this critical 
bonding and developmental period. 

The Senate has developed the most comprehen¬ 
sive proposal. Passed in the Senate on August 2, 
2001, this three-year pilot program would allow men 
and women to take up to 12 weeks off from work to 
care for a newborn or newly-adopted child, and still 
receive 50 percent of their average weekly salary up 
to $477 a week. The program will be funded from this 
year’s budget surplus and excess from a fund that 
pays for health Insurance for unemployed individuals. 
The cost, benefit, and utilization of the program will be 
evaluated at the end of three years. 

The Speaker of the House of Representatives has 
proposed a very different program. Much less com¬ 
petitive, his plan would give a tax credit to businesses 
that create their own leave benefit. The credit would 
be equal to 20 percent of the cost of the plan, and 
would be limited to four to six weeks of leave at 50 
percent of salary with a weekly cap of $478. Only 
businesses with less than 250 employees would be 
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eligible for the break. 

The Governor, perhaps spurred by her own long 
maternity leave, has also advocated a plan. Her pro¬ 
posal would grant new parents 12 weeks of leave, but 
only for individuals making less than 250 percent of 
the federal poverty level (approximately $44,000 for a 
family of four) and with a maximum payment of $300 
a week. Families making between 250 and 500 per¬ 
cent (between $44,000 and $88,000 for a family of 
four) of the federal poverty level would also be eligible 
for leave, but would have to pay back most or all of the 
money. Families than earn over 500 percent would 
not be eligible for paid leave. 

Each of these plans acknowledges an obvious 
truth - the first weeks after a child’s birth are among 
the most important, both for parent and child. In addi¬ 
tion to the irreplaceable bonding that takes place 
between parent and child, this time is critical to main¬ 
taining a child’s health and establishing the child-rear¬ 
ing patterns that will carry an infant through early 
childhood. More than 120 countries worldwide provide 
some type of paid maternity leave. 

I believe that the Senate initiative is significantly 
better for the people of Massachusetts than any other 
plan. The Speaker of the House's proposal simply 
does not provide enough inducement to businesses to 
grant family leave, and it is likely that few companies 
will take advantage of it. The Governor's proposal will 
burden struggling, middle-income families with addi¬ 
tional debt during one of the most expensive times In 
their lives. Only the Senate plan creates a meaningful 
benefit that working parents can use. 

Massachusetts has long been a leader in promot¬ 
ing positive social change that benefits working men 
and women. It is time that we joined the rest of the 
world and instituted a plan so that children can gain 
the love and attention they deserve during the first 
weeks of their lives.

Cohen responds to Council’s Industrial Relations Committee 

(Editor s Note: Mayor Richard A. Cohen issued the following response to Town Council’s 
Industrial Relations Committee concerning the Berkshire Power Plant.) 


As you know, condition #15, which is the subject of 
the Berkshire Power Restoration Agreement, states 
as follows: 

“If at some point in the future Berkshire Power 
deems that the piant’s useful life is no longer prudent 
or feasible, the Company shall restore the site of the 
plant to pre-construction standards and current zoning 
requirements. It is further recommended that the 
Company and the Town enter into a Demolition Fund 
Escrow ‘agreement’ to insure that a reasonable 
amount of money be set aside to insure that the plant 
site shall be returned to its pre-construction condition." 

Said condition #15 merely recommends a 
Demolition Fund Escrow Agreement be entered into. 
Condition #15 does not require, nor order Berkshire 
Power to establish a Demolition Fund. Condition #15 
recommends that Berkshire Power and the Town 
enter into an “agreement.” An "agreement” or contract 
requires the consent or agreement of both parties. 

Berkshire Power would not agree to establish an 
escrow account as was recommended by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. By and through negotiations the 
parties agreed as set forth in the Restoration 
Agreement. 

In the event the Town maintained the position that 
Berkshire Power was required to establish a 
“Demolition Fund” the matter would have resulted in 
litigation. Based on the opinion of the Law 
Department, I believe that our defense that condition 
#15 was required, was legally untenable. As a result, 

I believe that the Restoration Agreement fully provides 
for the protection sought by condition #15. 

Long, protracted and costly litigation would have 
resulted in unnecessary delays. I do not believe that 
long, protracted and costly litigation was in the best 
interest of the Town of Agawam and its citizens. 

Although litigation would have advanced the 
Berkshire Power opponents’ desire to delay the full 
operation of the facility, any such delay would not 
have been in the best interest of the Town of Agawam. 
There was no need for litigation, nor delay, as the 
Restoration Agreement fully protects the interest of 
the Town of Agawam. Additionally, any delay in the full 
operation of the facility may have compromised the 
amount of tax dollars ($3,613,031.70 for FY 2001) 
received by the Town from Berkshire Power. 

In response to the specific questions posed in 


Councilor Rossi's letter of August 27, 2001, please be 
advised as follows: 

1) Where did the ($400,000) four hundred thou¬ 
sand dollar figure come from when it was clearly doc¬ 
umented that the cost of Restoration would meet or 
exceed ($1,000,000) one million dollars? 

* While the letter dated March 2, 2001 from Mr. 
Zane Mirkin of Associated Building Wreckers stated 
that demolition could reach as high as $1,000,000 Mr. 
Mirkin considered that a high estimate. In his letter. 
Mr. Mirkin explained that. “The price should be con¬ 
siderably less, depending oh salvage.” 

* The ($400,000) four hundred thousand dollars 
was a negotiated figure between the Town of Agawam 
and Berkshire Power. Given the unlikelihood that 
Berkshire Power will “deem that the plant’s useful life 
is no longer prudent or feasible” within the first ten 
years of operation, I believe the $400,000 to be a rea¬ 
sonable starting point. 

* Over the next 10 (ten) years the ($400,000) four 
hundred thousand dollars will be increased to 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

* After March 1. 2011, the $2,000,000 will earn 3% 
interest, compounded annually, until the termination of 
the letter of credit. 

2) How did we get from an escrow account, as 
clearly recommended by condition #15 of the Special 
Permit, to a letter of credit? 

* Since the escrow account was only “recommend¬ 
ed" by the Board of Appeals, the Town of Agawam 
could not legally force Berkshire Power to establish an 
escrow account. The parties negotiated the letter of 
credit. 

* The ZBA recommended that the parties enter into 
an agreement for a “reasonable" amount of money for 
restoration. 

* This office believes that the Restoration 
Agreement and the Letter of Credit from The Toronto- 
Dominion Bank (TDB) exceeds the “reasonable” stan¬ 
dard. 

* The Toronto-Dominion Bank is the second largest 
bank in the nation of Canada and a financial leader 
worldwide with assets of $288 billion. 

* The Town Treasurer approved the Letter of Credit 
from TDB. 

3) What would be the cost for the removal of haz¬ 
ardous materials? And, why wasn't it included in the 


restoration agreement? 

* There is no way to determine the cost of remov¬ 
ing hazardous materials at this time because there is 
no way of predicting what materials will be on site at 
the time the plant were to cease operations. 

* I believe the Restoration Agreement and letter of 
credit provide for sufficient funds for any such 
removal. 

4) If Berkshire Power, LLC (The Corporation) went 
banknjpt, is anyone personally responsible for the 
implementation of the restoration agreement? 

* The Toronto-Dominion Bank would issue the 
funds, secured by the letter of credit, to the Town of 
Agawam. 

* The Town of Agawam would then have the funds 
available to restore the property. 

5) What happens if the Bank of Toronto fails to 
renew? 

* The answer to this question is found in para¬ 
graphs #12 and #10 of the Restoration Agreement, 
which state in part: 

* #12 - “...No Letter of Credit shall be allowed to 
expire until another Letter of Credit for the proper 
amount has been delivered to the Town." 

* #10 - “...in the event the Letter of Credit is not 
automatically renewed, the Issuer and/or Berkshire 
Power shall immediately relinquish the Letter of Credit 
to the Town; and the Town may draw such Letter of 
Credit in full.” 

6) Did the ZBA. have any knowledge and/or 
involvement in the process of this restoration agree¬ 
ment? 

* The Z.B.A. had no involvement in the negotiations 
of the Restoration Agreement. 

* I have no knowledge as to whether or not the ZBA 
had any knowledge of the Restoration Agreement 
negotiations. 

7) Knowing that alt of the conditions of the Special 
Permit Issued to Berkshire Power, LLC had not been 
met, did you agree and/or encourage the Building 
Inspector to issue the Certificate of Occupancy? 

* All of the conditions of the Special Permit were 
met before the Building Inspector issued the 
Certificate of Occupancy.

Mayor wasting taxpayer $$$ 
sending students out of town 

To the Editor: 

It amazes me that “the Mayor" who says he loves 
children so much that his platform to be mayor was 
one of getting young votes and hanging around 
schoolyards, yet he has no concern about the money 
being spent to send off five to seven special needs 
students, ages nine to 13, to different counties 
because he feels there is no place in Agawam for 
them. 

At the end of the school year last year, I was 
informed my 13-year-otd would be shipped off to East 
Longmeadow because he is delayed. The year 
before, it was West Springfield. Cohen talks about the 
value of our children in this community, yet he 
removes students because they are disabled or 
delayed. 

I guess his theory is “out of sight, out of mind. The 
school they expect my son to go to is unacceptable. 
He would be isolated from normal children, and be in 
a classroom with children who are more severe than 
he is. 

At the end of the school year last year, I was 
informed that they were “trying" to form a classroom 
for these students in Agawam, only to learn yesterday 
(August 28th) that it will not happen. I was told the 
normal excuses - maybe next year. 1 am tired of these 
excuses. My only choices are to send my child to a 
school that is unfitting or home school. 

The amount of money the town is paying to ship 
these kids out is amazing. It would save the town and 
the taxpayers a iot of money to keep these kids in our 
own town. I realize some parents do not want these 
kids in the classrooms, but I also realize most of you 
do not know the amount of money that is used to ship 
these kids off (which is all public record). 

it was o.k. to let my son on a soccer team, a base- 
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ball team, and even a basketball team, and camp in 
the summer with normal children, but God forbid they 
go to school with them. Cohen’s attitude is this - let’s 
sweep these kids under the rug and forget that their 
parents pay taxes and live in Agawam, 

These poor kids are moved almost every year to a 
new school and a new town. Most will go to 
Wilbraham. My son won’t. He is “more advanced than 
the other kids," yet not enough to be in a normal 
classroom. These kids spend most of their morning 
commuting on a bus system that is unreliable. They 
miss a third of the day being on a bus, but it is o.k. 
because Agawam doesn't have to deal with this prob¬ 
lem. Why not? Because they would rather use the 
town dollars to ship them off instead of giving them a 
classroom in Agawam. 

I’ve been told there is no room. We don’t have the 
teachers. Any excuse we can get, we have heard. 
There is always room and there is a teacher who is 
willing to teach these kids. I can’t speak for all the par¬ 
ents, but I have talked with some and they would be 
more than willing to donate a computer, school books, 
whatever it took to get our children back in Agawam 
where they belong. 

But that would mean Cohen would have to accept 
that our community does have special needs children 
and he is not willing to do that. He would rather pro¬ 
mote the power plant and Six Flags and forget all 
about those children who deserve an education in 
their own town like any other child in this town. 

So much for “education for all!!!!!!!’’ Hopefully, our 
next mayor will do more for our children and less 
waste of money in our town.

Safety should take precedence 
over beauty at intersection 

To the Editor. 

Drivers heading west on Mill and Springfield 
Streets need to drive carefully at the intersection of 
these two streets near Sacred Heart Church. 

Approaching the intersection, vehicles on 
Springfield Street are required to yield to cars enter¬ 
ing Springfield Street from Mill Street. In order for driv¬ 
ers on Springfield Street to see if all is clear to pass 
through the intersection, they must look over their left

Candidate says, “Berkshire 
Power: Not on my watch” 

To the Editor: 

Berkshire Power is here to stay. The question is, 
how long? 

If everything they tell us is true, they will be here for 
many years, efficiently turning power into a cash cow 
without any unsound environmental ramifications. 

But, what if something does go wrong? If history 
has taught us anything, it’s that unforeseen things can 
happen under the best of conditions. 

Is there any doubt when such concerns were 
raised before the permit was issued, Berkshire Power 
and its advocates pointed to condition #15, which 
stated than an escrow fund would be established to 
return the land to its natural state whenever the plant 
was no longer functional. 

Berkshire Power consented and fully agreed to 
comply with condition #15. as well as the other 45 
conditions of the Agawam Board of Appeals. 

They said, in essence. “Give us a permit to con¬ 
struct based on the 46 conditions and we will comply 
with them, or the Town does not have to give us the 
Certificate of Occupancy.” 

But now, the Certificate of Occupancy has been 
issued. 

Only one estimate was given, which says the cost

of removing the plant would $1 million (not including 
the removal of hazardous materials). 

Assuming the estimate to be correct, we know we 
are contending with a minimum expenditure of $1 mil¬ 
lion, plus the removal of hazardous materials about 
which we have no information. 

As protection against the unforeseen, condition 
#15 called for an escrow fund to fully insure the 
restoration of the land. Instead, in its place, we have 
a letter of credit for $400,000. A sheet of paper given 
by a foreign bank which says they will give us 
$400,000 (at best, 40 percent of the estimated cost) 
when we tell them to. 

In other words, the Town is not protected even 
regarding conditions to which Berkshire Power origi¬ 
nally agreed. 

It is one thing not to have the ability to be able to 
improve the situation, but it is another much more 
serious matter to fail to even keep protections already 
negotiated.

It only takes a minute 
for a fire to grow 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Fire is hot, deadly, and fast. It only takes a minute 
for a fire burning in a house to grow to three times its 
original size. In four minutes, it grows to 11 times its 
size, and in six minutes, it reaches 50 times its origi¬ 
nal size. The average temperature within eight min¬ 
utes can reach 1,250 degrees! 

Your actions during the early stages of a fire can 
dramatically affect the amount of damage that is 
done: 

1. Alert everyone in the area that there is a fire and 
to start evacuation. 

2. As you leave the area where the fire is located, 
close the door to confine the fire. 

3. Call the fire department (911) from a neighbor’s. 
Remember, a fire grows quickly and you could 
become trapped. 

4. Once everyone is out of the building, make sure 
they stay out. 

You should not try to fight the fire until the first three 
steps have been completed. Also, if you cannot get 
within three to five feet of the fire; if it is more than five 
feet in height: or if it has spread beyond the point of 
origin, you should leave the area and close the door 
behind you.

“In order to protect themselves, many victims are 
forced to leave the one place where a batterer can 
find them - their job," said Melconian. 

“For other victims, the long-term effects of domes¬ 
tic violence have impaired their ability to perform their 
current jobs or gain new employment. In either case, 
unemployment insurance is vital for the well-being of 
victims and their families. Without it, they lose the eco¬ 
nomic independence necessary to leave their batter¬ 
ers." 

Domestic violence is the single leading cause of 
injury to women in America today, injuring more 
women than auto accidents, muggings, and rapes 
combined. The FBI reports that 10 women a day are 
killed by their current or former husbands or partners. 
Nineteen Massachusetts women died from domestic 
violence last year, down from 28 to 1999. 

Domestic violence is particularly problematic for 
employers. The U.S. Department of Justice reports 
that husbands and boyfriends commit 13,000 acts of 
violence in the workplace every year. 

Between $3 billion and $5 billion is lost annually in 
absenteeism, healthcare costs, and employee 
turnover due directly to domestic violence. 

“There are no simple cures to treat the epidemic of 
violence In our homes and offices," said Melconian. 
“However, granting unemployment insurance to vic¬ 
tims is an inexpensive, commonsense measure that 
wilt make an undeniable Impact on the problem while 


The legislation allows victims to limit their search 
for new work to employment that accommodates their 
need to address the physical, legal, and psychological 
effects of domestic violence, requires the Division of 
Employment and Training to receive training to recog¬ 
nize domestic violence and extends the period when 
victims can apply for and receive unemployment 
linked education and training programs. 

The legislation had support from a broad coalition 
of advocacy organizations, including Jane Doe, Inc., 
Association Industries of Massachusetts, the AFL- 
CIO, the Massachusetts branch of the National 
Organization for Women, Employers Against 
Domestic Violence, and the YWCAs of Boston and 
Springfield. 

It was also supported by the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment and Training, the 
Massachusetts Commission on the Status of Women, 
and the Caucus of Women Legislators. Sixteen other 
states, including Connecticut, Rhode Island, Maine, 
and New Hampshire, have already passed similar leg¬ 
islation. 

Labor unions, employers, and victim advocates all 
agree that it is time for Massachusetts to grant unem¬ 
ployment benefits to victims of domestic violence and 
continue the process of building a safety net that 
allows victims to escape their batterers," said 
Melconian.

The importance of water 

In continuing the report of hydration and disease, 1 
will explain the relationship of water to headaches, 
asthma and allergies, back and neck pain, high cho¬ 
lesterol. brain function, hearburn, and colitis pain 
according to the book, "Your Body’s Many Cries for 
IVafer,” written by F. Batmanghelidj, M.D. The author 
believes that these health problems are caused pri¬ 
marily by chronic dehydration In the body. 

Headaches (migraines) are caused by the exces¬ 
sive dilation of the peripheral vessels in the brain. The 
most effective way to prevent this dilation is through 
sufficient hydration, which keeps the vessel from 
“shrinking" and causing pain. 

Asthma and allergies are indicators that the body 
has an increase in the production of the neurotrans¬ 
mitter histamine.

When the mucus barrier 
around the stomach is well-hydrated, it retains bicar¬ 
bonates and is better able to neutralize acids as they 
pass through.

proper moisture levels are maintained. The main func¬ 
tion of the large intestines is to remove water from the 
waste.

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shall prosper. 

The first way. we can be joyful is to not walk in the 
counsel of the ungodly. The counsel of the ungodly 
can take many forms. Among them is the idea to pur¬ 
sue our own ambitions at any cost. It doesn’t take a 
rocket scientist to realize that not every idea or ambi¬ 
tion which occurs to us is a good idea. Some are just 
bad. Others are just not worth bothering with. 

Another popular way the counsel of the ungodly 
manifests itself is the notion that the ends justify the 
means. They don’t always; sometimes that notion 
misses the truth by a country mile. Our characters are 
always more important than our accomplishments. 

Most of all, the counsel of the ungodly says "rely 
upon yourself... believe in yourself... you can do it.” 
Sometimes we can get into lots of trouble by believing 
in ourselves, rather than believing in the love and the 
authority of our Creator. 

Standing in the path of sinners might be a little 
more complicated than it would at first appear. We 
might think that as long as we don’t do something 
really bad, we’re still okay. As a general rule, people 
don’t do really bad things the first time out. The ten¬ 
dency is to behave badly progressively. For example, 
most heroin addicts didn't start their drug involvement 
with heroin. They started out with marijuana, then 
worked their way up (or, more appropriately, down) 
from there. As well, we usually learn to get in trouble 
by the instruction of others already in trouble. 
Benjamin Franklin said, “He who sleeps with dogs 
rises with fleas." To be joyful, we must learn to avoid 
standing in the path of sinners. 

Some people might wonder what the harm is in sit¬ 
ting in the seat of the scornful. Scorning is a more 
dangerous activity than many people appreciate. 
People who are scornful mock other people and their 
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accomplishments. Being scornful leads to cynicism. 
Being cynical creates a negative and hostile mindset. 

Scornful people are unable or unwilling to sympa¬ 
thize with others in need, Their tendency is to blame 
victims of whatever trouble they’re in, instead of help¬ 
ing them. Keep in mind that we don’t have to feel 
mean to be scornful, but being scornful will make us 
mean. Scornfulness is a particular risk for those of us 
who enjoy middle-class or higher prosperity. Some 
otherwise good Christians have fallen into the trap of 
thinking that steep and deep tax cuts which destroy 
the safety net of truly needy people is a good thing; 
some have lost their joy in the process. 

Scornful people mock others, especially when 
they’re down. Some successful comedians on late- 
night television have made this practice their bread- 
and-butter. They wouldn’t be funny if they didn’t mock 
people. When scornful people mock others, they 
effectively stand in judgment of them. God expressly 
warns us, “Do not judge other people.” 

Even though various people have varying opinions 
on how the human race got this way, most people 
realize that we don’t always behave as we should. If 
we did, we wouldn’t need police and the courts, or 
psychiatrists. To admit we don’t always behave as we 
should Is to acknowledge that there is Indeed a prop¬ 
er way to behave. It stands to reason that the Creator, 
rather than the creature, is more fit to determine what 
rules we should live by. That is why God says we 
should delight in the law of the Lord, and in His law 
meditate day and night. 

As we learn to live by God’s simple instructions, 
we’ll grow in His grace. Then we shall be like a tree, 
planted by the rivers of water, that brings forth its fruit 
in its season, whose leaf also shall not wither; and 
whatever we do shall prosper. 
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The joy of the Lord is our strength... 

One of the things which bonds most Americans to 
each other is a passionate desire for happiness. We 
even cited this desire as one of our God-given rights: 
“Life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” The prob¬ 
lem is, while many pursue happiness, happiness can 
be an elusive goal. 

Believe it or not, there is something which is actu¬ 
ally better than happiness. It is joy. Happiness is gen¬ 
erally dependent upon our circumstances. Joy can be 
ours no matter what the circumstances. 

Joy is one of the by-products of having a good rela¬ 
tionship with God. An Old Testament prophet once 
said, “The Joy of the Lord is your strength. " The New 
Testament encourages us to “rejoice in the Lord 
always, again I say, rejoice!” Psalm One provides us 
with simple, and easy-to-follow instructions, on howto 
rejoice in the Lord, so that the joy of the Lord will be 
our strength. 

Biessed is the person who walks not in the counsel 
of the ungodly, nor stands in the path of sinners, nor 
sits in the seat of the scornful; but his delight is in the 
law of the Lord, and in His law he meditates day and 
night. He shall be like a tree planted by the rivers of 
water, that brings forth its fruit in its season, whose 
leaf also does not wither; and whatever he does he

“Corn Fest 2001” 
at E. Cecchi Farms 
delights hundreds

Although it was held a few weekends later this year 
than in previous years, the Eighth Annual Com Fest 
given by the Cecchi family at E. Cecchi Farms at 1131 
Springfield Street, Feeding Hills, was a huge success. 

Last Saturday (September 1st) and Sunday’s 
(September 2nd) fare included mouth-watering 
dished served outdoors under a tent. 

According to their slogan, Cecchi’s corn is “so fresh 
the ears still wiggle," and among the food choices 
were fresh-picked and fresh-cooked corn, including 
white, yellow, butter & sugar, sweet scarlet corn, and 
a variety of vegetables grown right on this local fami¬ 
ly farm. 

Grilled vegetables, tomato and basil salad, water¬ 
melon, and beverages were also served, thus exem¬ 
plifying the delightful flavor of fresh produce. 

Once an event which simply enabled consumers to 
taste the corn harvest, the Corn Fest has evolved into 
an annual community event as well as a customer 
appreciation weekend. 

Because donations are matched dollar for dollar by 
the Cecchi family and given to the Parish Cupboard 
(formerly Open Pantry), it has also become a unique 
and enjoyable fundraising occasion. 

Anna Cecchi and her late husband, Erminio, 
founded this farm in 1946. Anna told us, “I was born 
in Springfield and was a city girl. I had to learn every¬ 
thing about farming. When our children were small, 
my husband would go to Avocado Street at 2:00 a.m. 
for a farmers’ market. I would rise at about 6:00 a.m., 
bathe and dress the children, and bring them out to 
the fields with me, where I’d put them in the shade. I 
, would work on my hands and knees for most of the 
day with my husband." 

Michael Cecchi, one of the family members who 
runs the farm, is the grandson of Anna. He described 
all seasons as challenging. 

“Of 12 plantings in a summer, we can lose one or 
two per year due to various problems. We make a 
point of keeping a consistent supply at our stand, with 
some of everything, to control freshness and quality. 
We actually hire a scout who scrutinizes the fields for 
diseases of the crops or other problems. If he sees

anything that is not right, we can immediately take 
steps to solve that particular problem. 

“If a predator insect problem was found, lady bugs 
are one of the best free help: they can eat aphids and 
green lacewings and are a great alternative to pesti¬ 
cides." added Michael. 

With Michael and his father. Robert Cecchi, Sr., 
there are six other workers in the field. Robert Cecchi, 
Jr., works in the stand with seven girls as assistants, 
Michael elaborated on the art of growing corn: “We 
try to have corn as early as possible. Years ago, there 
was a saying that if corn was knee-high by the Fourth 
of July, you were on schedule. Now we come in 
before Independence Day. This year, we had corn by 
the 27th of June. Corn was one of the only crops that 
came in early.” 

As soon as corn is seen, row covers are put over 
the crop which warm the soil and enhance growth. 
Michael reports that they have used this method for 
15 or 20 years. 

“From May through July, our tomatoes are grown in 
greenhouses. In July, they are grown in the fields,” he 
continued. “We sell our produce to local supermar¬ 
kets, farm stands, and wholesalers, but our walk-in 
customers are most important. We grow volume, so 
we always have plenty.” 

Anna Cecchi recalled starting up with 30 acres. In 
the late 1950s, they added 10 more acres. Michael 
added, 'We grow about 100 acres now, renting the 
additional 60." 

Anna estimates that their yield has increased by 
about 80 percent from the early years. 

“Things are very different in this town now. When 
we started, there were no houses in the development 
across the street. Sacred Heart Church had not been 
built, and there was just a small church on Williams 
Street for Sacred Heart parishioners." 

When asked what years stood out in her mind as 
especially difficult or memorable, Anna said, “It’s all 
been great.”

“Granny” entitled to 
advice, judge rules... 

A federal law that made it illegal to advise people 
how to shed assets to qualify for Medicaid is uncon¬ 
stitutional, a federal judge ruled. 

The 1997 measure, known to its critics as the 
"Granny’s Adviser Goes to Jail" law, was intended to 
prevent financially secure people from giving away or 
hiding assets in order to qualify for taxpayer-funded 
Medicaid benefits. 

A State Bar Association argued in court that the 
statute prevented citizens from seeking advice on 
how to undertake a legal act and "struck at the heart" 
of free speech and attorney-client privilege. The 
District Court judge presiding over the case barred 
the federal government from enforcing the law. This is 
a tremendous victory for middle-class Americans, as 
well as their lawyers or other professional advisers. 
The Attorney General also found the law to be uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

The law applied to anyone who was paid to advise 
clients about lawful transfer of assets to qualify for 
Medicaid and was punishable by up to a $10,000.00 
fine and a year in jail. The law initially would have 
made elderly Medicaid recipients subject to punish¬ 
ment if they sold off assets in order to qualify for 
Medicaid, leading some to dub it “Granny Goes to 
Jail." 

An outcry by supporters of the elderly forced law¬ 
makers to focus instead on advisers.

Questior^ 1: I had been receiving child support 
payable through the Department of Revenue for over 
one year, but I have not received a check in three 
weeks. My ex-husband says the child support is being 
deducted from his wages: he even showed me his pay 
stub. My attorney tells me that I need to contact the 
Department of Revenue to resolve this problem. What 
do I do? 

Question 2: I have been paying $100 per week for 
child support to my ex-wife through the Department of 
Revenue. Recently, we agreed to increase this to 
$150 per week. How does the Department of 
Revenue make the change?

2. Keep copies of your pay records. If you pay child 
support by wage assignment, keep copies of your pay 
stubs. If you pay D.O.R. directly by check, keep 
copies of your canceled checks. 

3. If you pay your support to D.O.R., make all pay¬ 
ments to D.O R. If your order is to pay support 
through D.O.R. and you pay the other parent directly, 
D.O.R, will not know about this payment and your 
arrears balances will be wrong. If this happens, you 
should speak with customer service about exactly 
what you need to do to correct your account balances. 

4. If you go to court and change your child support 
order, be sure D.O.R. knows about the change and 
has your order corrently listed on its computer system. 
You can call customer service to report any changes 
in the order. They will probably require you to send 
them a copy of the order. 

5. A detailed log of alt actions on your case is kept 
on the D.O.R. computer. If you want something noted

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been co¬ 
authors of a book about life with our second child, 
Julia Gene. We've chosen to share our story of love 
with you each week over these past few months. We 
are nearing the final chapter. Last week, I wrote about 
the first part of our memorial service. I retold our two- 
week Journey with Julia. The service began with scrip¬ 
ture and continued with my sharing my “Bubbles" 
poem. I described how I began to cry when I began 
reading the title. Kevin leapt into my arms and Mellon 
literally stood by my side, holding me up as we col¬ 
lectively shared the power of Julia's poem. 

Chapter Ten: AN INTIMATE 
EVENING TOGETHER (part five) 

Mon. - Day 14; (the day of the memorial service) 

I stood at the podium holding Kevin. Mellon stood 
by my side, continuing to embrace me. I gathered 
myself to share an invitation to all present. Over the 
next 12 minutes, I would play a special piece of music 
that invited a personal reflection on our journey with 
Julia, and on one’s personal journey this moment 
offered. 

i described how this piece of music had been a part 
of our journey with Julia. I played it over and over 
while traveling to and from Julia, and while with Julia 
at her hospital bedside. The music is from the motion 
picture "Heart and Soul." What I never really paid 
close attention to (regarding my favorite instrumental 
track) was the irony of its name, entitled ‘‘Julia’s 
Farewell." 

I shared the power of how this music depicts Julia’s 
and our journey. Through its musical score, it captured 
our peaks and valleys. It portrayed the pure exhilara¬ 
tion and excitement of our joy and our utter sadness. 

It captured the meaning of life and death side by side. 
So, I invited everyone to join the passion this music 
inspired. I requested that each person take the next 
few minutes to intimately enter into whatever the 
moment offered them, as they reflected on their own 
relationships that offer deep joy and sadness. 

Mellon, Kevin, and I took our seats on the couch to 
the right of Julia. My older brother, James, was to

Mellon's right and Kevin cuddled into my lap next to 
Mellon, leaving an open space to my right. The music 
began and so did the magic of the moment. You could 
hear a pin drop as the trumpets pierced the room. The 
first movement was riveting. Mellon had a half-filled 
box of Junior Mint candy that Kevin made his way into. 
As the tone shifted to capture the sadness of the 
moment, Kevin dropped the box onto the couch to the 
left of me and wiggled out of my lap. He did what I 
think many in the room may have wanted to do. He 
slowly walked over to the kneeler, hopped up. touched 
Julia and stood there a few precious moments crying. 

He returned to Mellon’s arms and they embraced. 
His body melted into hers as the music was just a 
whisper. Kevin’s sobs penetrated the moment. You 
could hear the collective tears beginning to flow. As 
the music was about to transition into the final move¬ 
ment, there was a quiet pause. Just then, my two 
month-old cousin, Laura (sitting in the first row with 
my 77 year-old grandmother), began to cry. The jux¬ 
taposition of life and death, side by side, was power¬ 
ful. As quickly as she began to cry, she quieted as the 
trumpets reappeared with their fanfare. 

My youngest brother, Michael (20 years-old), took 
this opportunity to move from across the room to sit 
next to me. He gently placed his arm around me and 
touched me like I had never been touched. He ten¬ 
derly stroked my neck. I placed my left hand upon his 
right knee, and we shared tears together. 

The music concluded. I allowed a few moments for 
shared grief and tears. I continued to speak from my 
seat. I invited anyone to spontaneously offer up (out 
loud or in silence) a prayer from their heart. My semi¬ 
narian classmate, Tom, spoke first. Then a family 
friend, Paul, shared. To my surprise, my brother 
James prayed. This was the first time I had ever wit¬ 
nessed his spiritual side. He prayed for Mellon. Kevin, 
and me; that God would give us the strength to han¬ 
dle this loss and be able to live into the goodness that 
was still ours to have. After his prayer, my out¬ 
stretched arm (around Mellon) reached to stroke his 
neck. He raised his right hand and embraced and 
squeezed my hand. At that precious moment, all the 
pain and anger I harbored toward James (from his 
relentless, brutal beatings of me throughout my child¬ 
hood) was healed. 


The silence broke with the final verbalized prayer. 
Again, it came from an unlikely source - my father. 
Like my experience of James, I had never witnessed 
my Dad come even close to anything resembling 
being religious. Yet, his prayer was heartfelt, filled with 
tears and deeply moving. He, too. prayed for us to 
overcome the pain of this moment and to someday 
live into the joy of what remains. 

I then invited another seminarian friend, Owen, to 
play and sing a song entitled, “Come, Journey with 
Me.” What a gift this song was for us. I concluded this 
part of the evening by inviting everyone to pray 
together the Lord’s prayer. Mellon and I took a few 
moments to thank everyone, on behalf Kevin and 
Julia, for coming to meet Julia and for supporting us 
(in so many ways) during this very difficult time. I 
stood up and put the overhead lights on and played 
some soft instrumental music. 

An informal greeting line appeared. Hugs were 
exchanged. Many stopped by Julia and touched her 
before exiting. This next half hour or so was very spe¬ 
cial. Most guests had departed, leaving my extended 
family to visit with one another. Precious connections 
were made (particularly with Kevin) by my mom and 
dad. Kevin was so cool hanging out with his aunts, 
uncles, and cousins. Like a parched sponge, I 
absorbed the love in the room that was so “un-family- 
like." I took great pleasure receiving and giving the 
kinds of touch that I had always longed for in my fam¬ 
ily. It was finally here. It was real and celebrated. Just 
another one of Julia’s many gifts to me.

According to UNICO president 
and event co-chairman Mike Vezzola, “The perform¬ 
ers who will appear in October are all original mem¬ 
bers of the long-running Broadway production ‘BEAT¬ 
LEMANIA.' Each cast member was individually 
selected from thousands of musicians who auditioned 
from all over the United States. The cast of ‘BEATLE¬ 
MANIA’ has since appeared in all 50 states and over 
20 foreign countries, and currently tours 150 days 
each year.” 

During the two-hour “BEATLEMANIA” concert, the 
Fab Four impersonators take on the personae of John 
Lennon, Paul McCartney, George Harrison, and 
Ringo Starr, leading audience members on a nostal¬ 
gic Magical Mystery Tour. With three costume 
changes during the three-act performance, the four 
seasoned musicians stunningly re-create the magic of 
a live performance of the Beatles, whose timeless 
music is as popular today as it was in the 1960s. 

The four performers (who all bear a striking resem¬ 
blance to the Beatles) begin the concert with “I Want 
To Hold Your Hand,” “She Loves You,” “A Hard Day’s 
Night,” “Help,” and other early Beatles hits. After inter¬ 
mission, its “Penny Lane, “Strawberry Fields, “Lucy In 
The Sky,” “With A Little Help From My Friends,” and 
other hit songs from "Sgt. Pepper." 

The two-hour performance concludes with several 
popular songs from the Beatles' final album, “Abbey 
Road,” such as “Hey Jude," “Let It Be,” and 
“Revolution.” The group also performs an unforget¬ 
table, surprise two-song encore. In all, the band per¬ 
forms 37 songs. 

UNICO vice-president and event co-chairman 
Carm Santaniello was recently in the audience of a 
“BEATLEMANIA" performance in Buffalo, New York. “I 
was absolutely shocked at how good they were.” said 
Santaniello. “They're absolutely fantastic. The combi¬ 
nation of the music and the visual cues makes you 
feel you're back in the 60s at a live Beatles concert. 
Although many in the (Buffalo) audience sang each 
song with the band, everyone stood up and danced 
when they played ‘Twist and Shout’ After the show, 
no one Wanted to leave; it was amazing.” 

“It's the subtle things,” Santaniello explained, "that 
makes ‘BEATLEMANIA’ the ultimate Beatles tribute 
band. The performers all play instruments that look 
just like the ones the Beatles played, and hold them 
the exact same way." 

“There are a lot of the little things that the people 
familiar with the Beatles will recognize,” added 
Vezzola. “John Lennon held his guitar with the neck 
straight out, and he chewed gum constantly. The artist 
who playes John Lennon does that, too. Of the dozen 
or so Beatles tribute bands in existence, this cast is 
the only one with a natural, left-handed Paul 
McCartney." 

The cast of “BEATLEMANIA” not only sings, but 
also dresses exactly the way the Beatles did during 
the 1960s. While playing the early hits, cast members 
wear the grey suits and black Beatie boots the Beatles 
wore when they first appeared on “The Ed Sullivan 
Show” in February 1964. During the second act, the 
artists are garbed in the colorfully outlandish “Sgt. 
Pepper" uniforms, later donning the 1969 “Abbey 
Road" apparel in act three. The band members also 
wear a variety of wigs and other personal items, such 


as John Lennon glasses, to re-create the Beatie expe¬ 
rience. 

According to Vezzola, UNICO was extremely fortu¬ 
nate to book “BEATLEMANIA" to play in West 
Springfield. These particular performers are in very 
high demand these days, considering the unmatched 
quality of this act and the recent resurgence in inter¬ 
est in the Beatles following the December release of 
the Beaties’ anthology album, simply titled “1." The 
album has already become the most popular album in 
history, with over 20-million copies sold to date. 
According to Vezzola, “This is amazing, considering 
the Beatles haven't recorded a note in over 30 years." 

“The upcoming ‘BEATLEMANIA’ performance is 
not just for baby-boomers.” stated Vezzola. “We're 
expecting to see a mix of young and old in the audi¬ 
ence, as the Beatles have now been discovered by 
yet another generation of music fans. This is certainly 
a show that parents will want to share with their chil¬ 
dren during a family night out. It's also the type of 
show that Beatie fans, both young and old, will want 
to experience with their friends.” According to 
Vezzola, “The show will not soon be forgotten by 
those in the audience.” 

According to former UNICO president Mario 
DiClementi, the West Springfield UNICO has tradi¬ 
tionally raised funds by preparing and selling Italian- 
style food during town-sponsored events and joint- 
venture ziti suppers with local civic groups and PTOs. 
“This time, we thought we would try something differ¬ 
ent that would appeal to a broader base of West 
Springfield residents, and ‘BEATLEMANIA’ is certain¬ 
ly different." According to High School Principal 
Robert Delisle, "In my 30 years at West Side, 1 can’t 
recall a musical event of this notoriety performing In 
our school.” 

All proceeds from the “BEATLEMANIA” concerts 
will be used to establish a permanent scholarship for 
West Springfield High School students. Since 1970, 
the West ^Springfield UNICO has awarded scholar¬ 
ships totaling $2,000 annually to deserving West 
Springfield seniors. 

UNICO is a national charitable organization formed 
in 1933 that stresses “service above self.” The West 
Springfield chapter was formed In 1966 by charter 
member Tony D’Orazio. The West Springfield chapter 
currently has 55 members. UNICO also has several 
chapters in Western Mass., including Springfield, 
Longmeadow, Agawam. Pittsfield, and Dalton. 

In addition to awarding college scholarships to 
West Springfield seniors, UNICO also sponsors many 
local activities, including free monthly dances and 
meals to area special needs individuals, Senior 
Center dinners for senior citizens, and contributing 
funds to youth recreational programs and other local 
activities. West Springfield UNICO members also con¬ 
structed and donated to the Town of West Springfield 
the UNICO Building (in 1971) and in-ground swim¬ 
ming pool (in 1995) located in Mittineague Park for the 
benefit of local special needs children. 

Tickets for “BEATLMANIA” are $25 and may be 
purchased by credit card by calling 747-7797 (the 
Majestic Theater in West Springfield). Tickets are also 
available at several West Springfield businesses, 
including Cerratos Pastry Shop, Lally’s Pipe & Book, 
Lyons Package Store, and Strawberries (all loca¬ 
tions), or by calling Carm Santaniello at 733-3774. 

Tickets for this popular show are expected to sell 
out quickly and are on a first-come, first-serve basis. 
To date, over 800 tickets have been sold. Seating 
capacity at the High School auditorium is 1,185. Alt 
seats are reserved.

Meatloaf and mashed potatoes ... 


mmm!!! 

Meatloaf and mashed potatoes; this has to be one 
of my most favorite meals. I love really good meatloaf. 

I also think you can judge a restaurant by their meat¬ 
loaf (if, that is, they serve it). 

Meatloaf should be dense, moist, and meaty. Too 
many people want to stretch that meatloaf too far. 1 
like to use 1/2 ground beef, 1/4 ground pork, and 1/4 
ground veal. 

Take 1 lb. ground beef, and a 1/2 lb. each of the 
other meats. Now. instead of bread crumbs, use plain 
old white bread slices. Wet them with milk {not sop¬ 
ping, just damp). Add 2 or 3 eggs, as well as a 1/2 C 
parmesan cheese. (Do not add oregano or basil; this 
is '‘meatloaf,’’ not "meatballs.”) Use parsley, chopped 
onion, and salt & pepper to taste. 

Place into a loaf pan and bake at 350 degrees for 
45 minutes. You can pour some spaghetti sauce over 
it to keep moist; I don’t care for the ketchup routine. I 
prefer to put slices of bacon over the top to keep it 
from browning and forming a hard crust. You need 
gravy, so here’s another little secret. 

Into that packaged gravy, you can add some of the 
meatloaf drippings. After the gravy is made, add 
those drippings but don’t make it too greasy. Before 
serving, peel the bacon off and you can discard (or, 
finish browning up and give your dog a real treat). 

Now, for those mashed "taters.” Boil whatever 
potato you like ‘til completely soft, then mash them by 
hand. Add a 1/2 stick of butter, some parsley, and salt 
& pepper. For milk. I like using canned milk; use a 
name brand. Keep simmering on top of the stove. 
Mash and stir untill the desired consistency. They 
should be stiff, not soupy. 

I like green beans with a lemon butter to serve with 
this meal. Yes, a lobster dinner is great... porterhouse 
steaks can charm you ... veal parmesan Is wonderful 
... but for me, meatloaf is a treasure. Hey, I know what 
I like and I’m not afraid to admit it! 

For dessert, why not a nice tart tatin? (We have to 
get fancy somewhere along the way.) You will need a 
single batch of pie crust and 6 or 7 tart apples. Now, 
assemble like this. In a large, cast-iron skillet, start 
with a stick of butter. Now, add a full cup of brown 
sugar and a pinch of salt. Allow the butter and sugar 
to come together, and then place the apple slices in 
the pan, 

While the apples become covered in a basic 
caramel sauce, preheat your oven to 350 degrees. 
Add a little cinnimon across the top. Turn off the fire 
and cover the apples with the pastry crust. Now, place 
the skillet in your oven. When the top is baked after 
about 25 minutes or so, remove and cool slightly. You 
now need help, so you can invert the pan with the 
serving plate for your tart on top of the crust. 

When you flip it over, the tart will have a wonderful, 
deep brown sauce covering the apples. This can be 
served just the way it is or with ice cream. This is easy 
to make and delicious, too. 

One night this week, stop in at the Hong Kong 
Express on Springfield Street in Agawam. Tell Jackie 
the "Food Dude” sent you. 1 like the beef lo mein, but 
I’m sure you will enjoy whatever they make. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude”: it’s not what 
you're eating, it's whom you’re dining with!

They also have what he considers a capable back¬ 
up in &V\ 200-pound left-handed sophomore Justin 
Perry. “It’s a real luxury to have a couple of kids at that 
position who can play,” the coach added. 

At running back, they lost two good and bruising- 
style runners - Tony Liquori and Nick Beaudette. They 
were dealt a glancing blow over the summer when 
their premier running back, Vitaly Dzhenzherukha, 
returned to Chicopee after his transfer year with the 
Brownies. Vitaly gained over 800 yards and scored 
nine touchdowns, and he was one of the bright spots 
in that gray season. 

"Before practice started, we began to make our 
plans pretty much knowing Vitaly would be gone. I 
think we’ve adjusted well as far as our running game 
is concerned," Desautels remarked. 

Senior Brian Michel (6’ /165), who has had a fine 
pre-season, should take up the slack. “Brian is learn¬ 
ing how to run. He's seeing the field well and uses his 
blockers to get those extra yards," the coach said. 

Agawam will attack via a multiple offense (I, split 
backs, a single back, option), and the two other backs 
joining Michel will be juniors Ryan Lottermoser and 
Mike Piccin. 

Perhaps the crown jewel of this year's team will be 
the offensive line - all seniors and all veterans. 
Despite the loss of two important kids there (All- 
Western Mass first team performers Frank Ferrentino 
[tackle] and Lou Conte [tight end]), they seem set. 
Josh Abraham (6’1" / 290) and Joe Kocot (6’ / 240) will 
be the tackles. Brian Pederson {5'11"/190) and Curtis 
Miarecki (6'1" / 230) are the guards. Shawn Poirier 
(5’10’' /195) will see action at center. 

The receiver corps is pretty much set. Junior Mike 
Locke (6'1" / 225) will take over for Conte at tight end. 
Ryan Sullivan and Vin Tirone, both juniors, will be the 
wide outs. Also in the mix will be junior Mike DeMarco, 
a transfer from South Hadley. 

The defense (seven returning veterans), which will 
operate out of a 5-3 set (which is a variation of the 4- 
6), is geared to stop the run. 'The AA Conference 
likes to keep it on the ground for the most part, so you 
have to adjust,” Desautels admitted. 

The defensive line will see Piccin and Lottermoser 
at the ends, with DeMarco backing them up. Brendon 
Cayer, a junior up from the JVs, and veteran Miarecki 


will be the tackles. The nose guard will be game-to- 
game. 

“We’ll play the kid who shows the most promise 
there. Right now, we have Jeremy Mahue (a sopho¬ 
more who came to us from Maine) and junior Art 
Nowik, who is one of the strongest kids on the team 
(benches 300 pounds). They’ll both be fighting for that 
spot," the coach noted. Josh Abraham will also see 
action, he added. 

Pederson, Locke (both returners at that position), 
.and sophomore Tony Carestia will be the backers. 

Clark will again be the free safety, with veteran jun¬ 
ior John Slacheka and freshman Andrew Wakelee at 
the corners. Junior Sal Santaniello will back up the 
trio. 

The football Brownies have had two scrimmages 
this pre-season, against Waheonah and at the East 
Longmeadow multiple scrimmage (ELM, Minnechaug, 
Pathfinder, Turners Falls) last Saturday. Desautels 
feels he has a pretty good early read on this year’s 
squad. "They have a great attitude and the senior 
leadership you need to be successful. They are buy¬ 
ing into the team concept and are playing that way 
rather than as individuals.

AHS enters 2001 
season brimming 
with confidence

Agawam High girls' soccer ended up walking on its 
heels last season, the not-so-proud owners of a 1-14- 
3 record. Third-year Coach Laura Wray-Ramos 
addressed that campaign as she evaluated her 2001 
team. “I had eight seniors and had to play them all 
most of the time because they’d earned the right to be 
there. The kids coming back now learned a lot from 
last year. I don’t think anyone quit trying, despite win¬ 
ning only one game,” the coach noted. Because of 
that experience, she thinks the kids will have a good 
mindset this time around. 

At this writing, they were getting ready for their first 
big test - a home game on Wednesday, September 
5th, against Ludlow, which went unbeaten last year 
and won the Western Mass. Division 1 title and the 
State crown. The Lions beat Agawam. 4-0, last year 
in the season opener. 

A good mindset has to involve scoring goals - 
something the team did only 11 times last season for 
an anemic 0.6 goals per game average. “That won’t 
happen again. We have kids who can put the ball in 
the net for sure.” Wray-Ramos said. 

She ran down the list. “Sophomore Amanda Janlk 
can shoot with either foot and has great finesse in 
front of the net. Amanda Blair did well during the sum¬ 
mer season and is very offensive-minded. She’ll get 
her share of goals from the center-half position. 
Junior Kaitlin Sardella can play up front or at halfback. 
She’s always got an eye on the goal." 

Both Blair and Sardella are returning starters. Blair 
was the sweeper in 2000 and also played there for the 
summer Brownies. Sardella played up front, but was 
switched to center-midfield during the summer. Janlk 
led the summer team with 15 goals and provides the 
Brownies with a physical presence not seen on the 
front line In many years for the AHS girls. She was 
hurt for most of her freshman season. 

Wray-Ramos also singled out freshman Tiff Manzi, 
senior Jill Lawson, and another freshman. Elise 
Davilli, as offensive threats. She noted that seniors 
Jenna Shea (midfield) and Erin Gloster (forward) will 
supply more offensive punch coming off the bench. 
“We’ll go with three scorers up front. They’ll be led by 
Blair and Janik,” she said. 

If the offense was pretty much non-existent last 
season, the defense was under intense pressure all 
season long, allowing 40 goals (2.2 GA). Wray- 
Ramos feels they have addressed that problem as 
well. The defense will be led by sweeper Desiree 
Marsili, a three-year starter. “She’s a leader who prac¬ 
tices and plays hard. We’ll also depend on stopper 
Danielle CIrillo, who is a junior. She’s very intense and 
in such shape she can run full-out for 90 minutes. 
Plus, Cirillo has sprinter’s speed.” 

The coach also singled out some other kids who 
should help on "D.” Freshman fullback Lauren Peltier 
is one. Sophomore fullback Laura Pederson is anoth¬ 
er. Junior Vicky Taylor will replace All-Western Mass, 
second-team keeper Laura Bucalo in goal. Taylor, at 
5’1T tall, covers a lot of goalmouth and showed well 
during the summer campaign (which saw the 
Brownies go 10-2-1). 

The coach feels their depth will be a strong point. 
“We have 18 kids; seven seniors, five juniors, three 
sophomores, and three freshmen. Ail of them can 
play, and all of them will see plenty of playing time,” 
she told us. 

They have a weakness when it comes to trapping 
and shooting, but they’re working on that, according 
to the coach. And, of course, scoring will still be a 
challenge, and only time will tell if they really can hit 
the back of the net (especially with the extremely 
tough schedule they’ll have this season). 

The coach noted that three players should be fun 
to watch: the freshmen - Davilli, Manzi and Peltier.

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Goal-scoring key 
factor in rebuilding 
of boys’ soccer

The Agawam High boys’ soccer team goes into the 
2001 campaign determined to improve upon last sea¬ 
son’s 5-10-3 record, which included being shut out 
nine times, 

They are also determined to improve upon their 1.3 
goals-per-game average (24 in 18 games), which 
went a long way to producing that record. 

“We’ve spent the bulk of our practice sessions try¬ 
ing to come up with an offensive attack that we can 
sustain,” second-year Coach Jon Cavallo said. “That 
means getting people in the right positions and get¬ 
ting a system down, then sticking with it. We'll be very 
disciplined in our approach this year,” he added, not¬ 
ing that they’ll play with three forwards this season as 
opposed to the deuce they used last time around.

Cavallo singled out a trio of kids who should help in 
that department - senior midfielders Matt Ligenza (6 
goals, 1 assist last year) and Eric Serna (2 goals, 5 
assists), and junior midfielder Dave Bienia (3 goals, 3 
assist). 

“We moved Dave to an attacking position because 
he showed signs of being able to put the ball in the 
net last year," the coach said. 

In 2000, they gave up 34 goals for a 1.8 goals 
against average, which wasn’t all that bad. It could 
have been much worse, but they had All-Western 
Mass, and All-State keeper John DeCaro to stop a lot 
of shots that would have kissed the back of the net. 

DeCaro has graduated from AHS, however, and 
that’s a gap that Cavallo admitted will be tough to fill. 
He feels he has two kids who can help out whomever 
finally ends up In goal; All-Western Mass second- 
team sweeper Mike Carmody, and stopper back Mike 
Crough. 

The coach says among the things he’ll stress will 
be discipline both on offense and defense. 

If the team has one strength (according to the 
coach), it will be leadership. "We have 11 veteran 
seniors back to go along with five juniors and four 
sophomores. Those seniors will be expected to step 
up and take us where we want to go, which is straight 
into the playoffs,” Cavallo stated with a smile. 

Agawam plays in the tough Churchill-Moriarty

My first assignment for the Sunday Republican 
might have been a prep school football game on a 
Saturday afternoon, probably involving Deerfield 
Academy, for which I was paid - to the best of my rec¬ 
ollection - six dollars. 

That was in 1962 or 1963, I forget which. But I do 
know it came shortly after a year or so of undistin¬ 
guished service with the Agawam News, for which its 
owner and editor, Valentine "Wally" Moreno, paid not 
at all. 

"Don’t you realize the value of the experience 
you’re getting?" I recall Wally barking after I had asked 
for, well, just a little something. 

How right Wally was. More Important was Wally got 
me hooked on the newspaper business. Once 
hooked, there was no turning back from what became 
a lifetime labor of iove. 

On Jan. 10, 1966, Harold "Dutch” Robbins took a 
gamble, hiring me to the full-time staff of the 
Springfield Union. Dutch said I knew zero about 
sports or sportswriting, but that I was the least offen¬ 
sive of the candidates. 

Of the first part, Dutch was right. Jerry Radding, 
one of seven Union sports department staffers when I 
came on board, got the message early: “It’s going to 
be a lonnnng summer,” Rad cracked after I, while 
updating the major league baseball standings, asked 
if a team could be a quarter of a game out. 

But the boys hung with me. Dutchy, Rad, Gene 
McCormick, Gerry Finn, Gordie Anziano, Dick 
Osgood, Garry Brown. They carried me, got me 
through some tough times. 

The Springfield Daily News guys, too, made it eas¬ 
ier.. . Sam Pompei, Jim Regan particularly. 

Sam covered my back during the two most recent 
Boston Bruins Stanley Cup championships as my 
traveling partner. Boston Garden, Madison Square 
Garden . . . Bobby Orr’s soaring, legendary goal in

1970 for the Bruins' first Cup since '41; an unforget¬ 
table moment, frozen in time. 

There were incalculable amounts of other threads 
in a tapestry woven through the years in the only job I 
ever really wanted, a job for which ! was prepared but 
extremely fortunate to land.

Bunkers... 

Bunkers can make or break a score, so good tech¬ 
nique and sensible thinking are critical to minimizing 
the damage. 

Swing Technique; The “Bunker Shot" 

Just as the sand iron is designed specifically for 
bunkers, so is the technique you should use. Unlike 
an ordinary shot, you do not use your club in the 
square position. 

To maximize the loft of the club and (hence) the 
height of the ball’s flight through the air, you must 
address the ball with an open clubface. This means 
turning the club to the right before you take your grip. 

This clubface position has the effect of making the 
ball fly to the right of where you are aiming it. so you 
therefore have to take this into consideration when 
lining up the shot. You should open your stance, aim¬ 
ing the tines made by your toes, knees, hips, and 
shoulders to the left of your intended target.
